Panama, Febuary 25.—Thousands 
of Panamanians represented \tnem- 
selves at the mayor’s office today to 


enroll for military service against 
Costa Rica, as a result of the appeal 
issued last night by President Beli- 
sario Porras, following the receipt 
ef official confirmation that Costa 
Rican troops had occupied the dis- 
nuted territory of Coto, bordering on 
the Pacific frontier of the two re- 
publics. ’ 

On reading a Washington dispatch 
today to the effect that charge 
‘Vaffairs Lefavre had asked the good 
' offices of the United States in order 
to prevent bloodshed the statement 
was authorized at the offices of the 
president thatthe Panaman govern- 
ment had not asked for mediation 
and that a request of this kind, if 
made by the charge, was unauthor- 
ized. 

President Porras this afternoon is- 
siied the following proc 
garding the situatio 

President's Prociamatton: 

“During moments when we were 
preparing to initiate public works tn 
which the republic is much inter: 
ested, unexpected aggression by the 
Costa Rican government obliges us 
to drop the tools of labor and hasten 


to defend the country form a humli- | 


ation which the government of a 
people with which.we have been 
cultivating good nelations igs trying 
to Inflict. 

“That government has desired to 
put to the test our dignity as a 
sovereign independent nation, and, 
despite the suddénness of the attack. 
and our lack of war material, we 
have been found ready to make sac- 
rifices forthe purpose of maintaing 
eur flag in the regions belonging to 
us since colonial times. 

“The Costa Rican government has 
aisToaged our national authorities in 
the district of Coto which they have 
seized. We must meet force, with 
ferce and I expect in this moment 
of supreme sacrifice that party dif- 
| ferences shall be forgotten and that 
united we shall demonstrate that we 
know how to be Panamanians and 
subject ourselves to every kind of 
sacrifice to maintain the nationai 
diginty.” : 
Details of Occupation. 

Details of the occupation of Coto, 
received here, say that Colonel Zu- 
niga Mora arrived at Coto Monday 
evening on board ship with 100 
troops. He commanded Manuel Pin- 
zon, the Panamanian police inspector 
at Coto, to surrender. Pinzon re- 
fused to comply, but he offered no 
resistance and transmitted the news 
to the town of David, capital of 
Chiriqui province, whence -it was 
relayed to Panama. It is stated that

Decision of Federal Judge 
Gives Western Union 
Right to Link Barbadoes 
and- Miami. 


RESTRAINING ORDER

Judge Can See No Danger 
to National Interests in 
Proposed Cable, and So 
Rules. 


New York, February 25.—Federal 
Judge Hand today handed down an 
opinion denying the petition of the 
United States government for the 
right to prevent the Western Union 
Telegraph company from laying its 
cable from the Barbadoes to Miaml, 
Florida. 

By his decision, Justice Hand re- 
fused to grand an injunction to pre- 
vent laying the cable and at the 
same time vacated a restraining or- 
der previously granted against the 
Western Union company. 

The government, besides asking 
for an injunction against the prc- 


' posed cable between Barbadoes and 


Miami, also asked that the Western 
Union be restrained from splicing 
the cable so as to make a landing 
at Cuba or from using the present 
Key West-Havana cable to trans- 
mit meseages other than those orig- 
inating in or being sent to Cuba. 

Justice Hand said he based his 
Gectatee on the dact that the Key 

ana.cable: was .aut 
‘by: act of congress and 
‘he belleved the Western Union. Wad 
the right to carry on foreign ¢om- 
merce by reason of the pest roads 
act aB construed by the supreme 
court in a previéus ruling. 

“If I thought any frreparable 
damage could be suffered by ‘the 
United States,” said the. decision, 
“before an appeal could be heard or 
congress could legislate I should be 
inclined to grant a preliminary in; 
junction even though I differed 
with the views of the government 
as to executive power. 

“As matters stand, I can see no 
present danger to national interests, 
and, believing that the so-called ex-

the men, was a move that seemed 
to have taken the brotherhood men 
by surprise. While none of the 
grand lodge officers or other broth- 
erhood officials could be reached in 
the city for a statement, it was un- 
officially indicated that the union 
men will look into the question with 
extreme care before making any 
move regarding the _ receivership. 
The fact that a strike vote has been 
taken by the men, the result of 
which has not yet been made pub-. 
lic, and that the-unions are still 
contending that they should not be 
subjected to a reduction in wages at 
this time intensifies the interest 
that is being taken in the A., B. & 
A. wage fight. ; 
It ‘could not be learned whether 
Or not the union men will oppose 
the appointment of a receiver for 
the A., B. & A.-.property by inter- 
vention, as those empowered to 
speak for the unions in Atlanta 
could not be reached. Unofficial 
comments made by leaders among 
some of the brotherhoods, however, 
clearly indicated that the employees 
are puzzled over this latest move in 
the A., B. & A. matter. 

Silent on Wage Cut. - 
Upon the understanding’ that 
Colonel Bugg would possibly derive 
from his receivership authority that 
would warrant him in making a 
wage, reduction upon the order of 
the court, without reference to the 
wage board, the newly-named re- 
ceiver was asked if he expected to 
put the wage reduction into effect 
according to his announcement of 
December 29. To this, Golonel Bugg 
replied that he did not wish to be 
quoted upon the matter, and in his 
capacity as a court officier declined 
to say what he would do regarding 
the matter. 
Colonel Bugg was named receiver 
for that company Friday morning 
by Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States District court for the 
Northern district of Georgia. He 
Save bond at once and took im- 
mediate control of the railroad as 
an officer of the federal court. 
The order handed down by Judge 
Sibley appointing Colonel B. L,. 
Bugg receiver for the A., B. & A. 
R. R., “subject to the orders and di- 
rections of this court,”s places in

such orders as may be given them 
from time to time by said receiver,” 
and each of them are “enjoined from 
interfering in ahy way with the 
possession or the management of 
any part of the business,” or from 
“preventing or seeking to prevent 
the discharge of his duties as such 
receiver.” 

Colonel Bugg is empowered, as ré- 
ceiver for the A. B. & A., to con- 
tinue the business of the railroad 
and “manage all its property at 
his discretion, in such manner as 
will, in his judgment, produce the 
most’ satisfactory result consistent 
with the public duties imposed on 
said company.” , 

Whether or not the order: of 
Judge Sibley takes precedence over 
the recent rulings of the United 
States railroad tabor board, giv- 
ing Colonel Bugg authority to -re- 
duce wages, could not be definitely 
learned Friday night. None of the 
officers of the road or counsel coh- 
nected with it would make the di- 
rect statement that Colonel Bugg 
could act without regard to wage 
board in the question of wages, or 
that his standing as an officer of 
the United States district court 
gave liim authority to cut wages of 
the men without the approval of 
the federal wage board. 

The appointment of a receiver for 
the A. B. & A. railroad came as an 
added chapter to a long history of 
financial troubles sald to have been 
experienced by that line, and the 
action of ‘the federal judge was 
taken upon a petition filed by the 
Birmingham Trust and Savings com- 
pany, which set forth a claim for 
$90,000, an amount said to be due 
the banking concern on a promisory 
note given by the railroad com- 


pany. 

The action of Judge Sibley in 
naming Colonel Bugg receiver for 
the A. B. & A. followed a long and 
spirited controversy between the 
railroad officials and the employees 
over a notice issued December 29. 
by Colonel. Bugg, as president of 
the company, that a cut of 50 per 
cent of all increases given the 2,000 
employees of the road since the 
beginning of the war, would be nec- 
essary because of the road’s inabili- 
ty to maintain the present wage 
scale under its present revenue. 

Subject to Approval, 

An interesting fact in connection 
with the appointment of a receiver 
for the railroad company is the an- 
nouncement that the court action 
has not only completely changed the 
relationship of Colonel Bugg to the 
company, but has placed the affairs 
of the railroad more completely in 
his hands, giving him power, sub- 
ject to Judge Sibley’s approval, to 
deal with the employees of the rail- 
road as an officer of the federal 
court, without reference to the 
United States Railroad labor board. 
All of Colonel Bugg’s actions with 
reference to the road are subject to 


approval of the United States court.. 


Interest is added also by the fact 
that after two hearings before the 
wage board, that tribunal has re- 
cently declined to assume jurisdic- 
tion over the wage dispute, remand- 
ing it for further conferences be- 
tween Colonel Bugg, as president of 
the company, and the representa- 


tives of the employees. 


While it is understood that Colo- 
nel Bugg has now the complete con- 
trol of the road; with a free hand 
to deal with the demands of its 
employ#ées, no announcement has 
been made by the receiver as to 
what action he will take in the 
matter of wages. The fact that 
the road is.said to be losing some- 
thing like $100,000 a month through 
the present wage scale, however, 
makes it likely that action upon 
the question of wae'es will be t: ice). 
at the earliest moment possible. 

The receivership of the A., B. & 
A., is said to have eliminated the 
question of conferences between 
employees and the officials of the 
road, as were recommended by the 
United States railroad labor board, 
but Colonel Bugg said Friday that 


he could not state at this time. 


whether or not he will offer to con- 
fer with the employees of the com- 
Pany before a decision regarding 
wages has been made, 

Brought by Arnold. 

The bill asking for a receiver for 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic Railroad company, which was 
filed at the instance of the Bir- 
mingham Trust and Savings com- 
pany, was brought before the court 
by the representative of the bank- 
ing company, Reuben R. Arnold, of 
Atlarta, The bill alleges that the 
railroad company borrowed $90,000 
from the Birmingham bank on De- 
cember 8, the loan being for a 
Simulta- 
neously with the filing of the bill 
asking for a receiver, the company 
filed an answer admitting the in- 
debtness and consenting to the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. Judge 
Sibley, in appointing Colonel B. L 
Bugg receiver, fixed the bond of the 
official at $50,000, which he was 
Ziven three days to make. Colo- 
nel Bugg took over the railroad 
Friday as an official of Judge Sib- 
ley’s court. His bond for $50,000 
being furnished by the National 
Surety company, W. L. McCalley, 
local agent. 

Colonel B. L. Bugg, formerly 
president of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic Railway compa- 
ny, who was on Friday appointed 
receiver by order of Hon. Samuel H. 
Sibley, judge of the United States 
district court for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, issued the follow- 
ing statement: 


Colonel Bugg’s Statement, 


“The financial condition of the road is 
due entirely to the extraordinary increases 
in the cost of operation of which much 
the largest item is the wages. In the 
year 1920, the wages were 72 per cent of 
all the earnings. These increases were 
in much greater proportion than the in- 
creases in the freight and passenger rates, 
being more than double, while the aver- 
age advance in freight and passenger rates 
was about 50 per cent, 


‘In order to satisfy ourselves of the ef- 
ficiency of the operation of the road since 
return. to private ownership, we have 
made up some figures from official sources 
showing a comparison of the operation of 
the A., B. & A., with other roads in this 
territory. These comparisons are very strik- 
ing and reflect great credit on the results 
accomplished hy the officers and employees

Efficiency in Handling. re. 

‘In order to make one index figtre, 
which is perhaps the miost accurate in es- 
timating efficiency in handling freight, the 
rapidity of the average car movement and 
the average loading per car are combined 
to show ‘‘ton miles per car per day.’’ This 
is arrived at by multiplying the average 
tonnage loaded per car by the average 
miles per car moved per day, which pro- 
duced the following result in November:

Statement by Arnold 


Following the appointment of Col- 
onel Bugg as receiver for the At- 
lanta, Birmingham @& Atlantic rail- 
road.

It is mani- 
fest from its gross earnings of $9,000 per 
mile per year that this railroad will be of 
great service to the public if its expenses 
are not too high.

Under section 2793 of the Code of Georgia, 
the amount due employees, by any railroad 
company, for wages, earned by services ren- 
dered the same railroad company, shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the railroad and other 
property of said: company, and shall be 
superior in dignity to the lien of any 
mortgage or other contract executed or cre- 
ated by said company. And under section 
2795 of the code a similar lien is given for 
supplies furnished and for live stock killed 
within six, months preceding the institution 
of proceedings to enforce the Hien. As most 
of the operating expenses of the defendant 
are made up either of the salaries of em- 
ployees or materials furnished for the op- 
efation of the road, it is apparent that the 
above described deficit of $100,000 a month 
is, in reality, becoming a lien upon the 
property of the defendant, superior -to the 
lien of the mortgages described, and that 
if said liens are permitted to accumulate, 
will eventually consume the entire property.

Kills Deportation 
Order for Martens 


Soviet “Ambassador” and 
Secretary, Now in Russia, 
Still Barred From U. 5S. 


New York, February 25.—The de- 
partment of labor has_cancelled its 
warrant of arrest and ‘order of de- 
portation against Ludwig C. A. K. 
Martens, recently deported “ambass- 
dor” of the Russian soviet govern- 
ment, his counsel, Charles Recht, 
announced today. his gives Martens 
a “clean slate” and makes him free 
to return immediately to America 
he asserted. 

Gregory Weinstein, Martens’ sec- 
retary, also was cleared, according 
to Mr. Recht, who said he reecived 
a. telegram yesterday from the de- 
partment of labor announcing that 
the two men “having been deport- 
ed and having arrived in Russia, the 
warrant of arrest and deportation 
order against them has been called.” 
“Martens and Weinstein are givén 
a clean slate and are free to return 
to the United States at any time,” 
he added. “Of course ,another gar- 
rant of arrest and deportation order 
could be issued against them after 
their arrival.” 

Mr. Recht said that it had been 
his intention to make known this 
action until he had consulted the 
department of labor but explained 
that in “some mysterious manner’ 
the blue penciling of the fermal 
charges against Martens and Welin- 
stein had leaked out and had been 
published here. 

OFFICIALS DENY 

IGHT OF RETURN. 
Washington, February 23.—Of- 
cials of the department of labor 
acknowledged tonight that the war- 
rant of arrest and order of dtporta- 
tion against Ludwig C. A._K. Mar- 
tens, the Russian soviet agent who 
was recently _seported, had been 
cancelled as announced in New York 
by his counsel, Charles Recht, but 
denied that this action would serve 
to permit his return to the United 
States. The same laws which op- 
erated to expel Martens, he said, 
would serve to éxclude him from 
this country in the future. 

Although Martens was never rec- 
ognized as the ambassador of soviet 
Russia, department officials said, he 
was recognized as a representative 
of that country and as such it was 
felt that he merited certain con- 
sideration. Orders previously had 
been issued, they explained, that he 
be shown every courtesy and ¢on- 
sideration and upon the receipt of 
official advices that he had arrived 
in Russia the warrant was cancelled. 

Warrants for deported aliens have 
previously been cancelled, the of- 
ficlals added, so that the action in 
this case was not without prece- 
dent. 

The same éciielddrations which ap- 
Plied to Martens, it was said, had 
led to similar action in the case of 
Gregory Weinstein, his secretary, 
who was deported with him.

In “The Rose and the Ring’’ 


With minuteness of detail as to 
accompanying speech and move- 
ment of the tiny wooden-headed 
actors in performances Friday, 


Tony Sarg’s “Marionettes” last 
night delighted an audience at the 
Atlanta theater with a rendition of 
William Makepeace Thackeray’s 
dainty fantasy, “The Rose and the 
Ring,” and, while those in attend- 
ance watched the little puppets in 
their beautiful settings, it was the 
pleasure of the writer to go behind 
the scenes and to catch a glimpse 
of the mechanics of the playlet. 

The two viewpoints afforded 
striking contrasts. From the audi- 
ence, one saw the little figures ap- 
parently moving of their own voli- 
tion, gesticulating perfectly,

and-blood stage people act. \

Intrieate String Work.

With the palm 
of the. hand gripping the main 
beam of these frames, free play 
was allowed the fingers to move 
over and give just the proper jerk 
to the string which would produce 
a certain pee or movement. 
Certain strings manipulated arms, 
others governed legs, while others 
represented the trunk of the body,

stage accessories—in the 
case such as swords, a lion's tail, 
a horse’s brida] or a fairy’s wand 
being included. 

Sounds very simple tn plain Eng- 
lish, but careful attention to the 
almost continuous movements of 
the puppet-players’ hands made it 
Plain that the retails of the re- 
markable performance had been 
studied to a point that told of al- 
most unlimited practice and work. 
Altogether, the unusual sights af- 
forded by this back-stage visit 
were highly interesting, and spoke 
worlds of the patience of the hu- 
man mind in tirelessly working out 
elaborate entertainment. 

The story of the delightful little 
Playlet of Thackery’s was centered 
about a magic ring bestowed by the 
Fairy Blackstick, which assured 
youth and untold beauty to its 
wearer, Prince Bulbo, heir to the 
throne of Tartary and companion of 
The Rose, beholds the Princess An- 
gelica, of the reigning house of 
Paflagonia, while she ts wearing 
the ring and immediately lays suit 
to her heart and wins her love.

MACON PROFESSOR, 
REV. A. ELMER OTIS, 
IS. REPORTED DEAD 


Macon, Ga., February 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Rev. Alphonsus Elmer Otis, 
professor at St. Stanislaus college, 
Macon, is dead in New Orleans, 
where he had gone on February 5 
on a business trip, according to 
word received by his associates 
here. Father Otis was professor of 
rhetoric at St. Stanislaus, where he 
also taught elooution. He was 
considered the best orator in the 
college and was often called upon 
for special occasions. It was only 
recently that he received the ap- 
pointments from Rome as assistant 
to the general visitor at New Or- 
leans, a position of high trust in 
the church. He was born in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, in 1964, and was the 
son of Colonel Otis, of the United 
States army, a descendant of the 
Otis family of revolutionary fame. 
His mother was the great-grand- 
daughter of Daniel Boone. General 
Cabell, of the United States army, 
Stationed at Fort Worth, Texas, is 
a brother-in-law. It was in 1889 
that he entered the Soctety of Jesus 
in Macon, and he took his studies 
in theology and philosophy at col- 
leges in Louisiana and Maryland. 

He was ordained at Woodstock, 
Md., in 1901, by Cardinal Gibbons, 
and after completing his studies he 
was appointed president of the Jes- 
uit college at Galveston, Texas, 
holding that position from 1906 to 
1912. In 1913 he was appointed 
president of Loyola college, 
New Orleans, and remained in that 
Position until 1919, since which time 
he had been a professor in the Jes- 
uit training school at Macon. H 
will be buried at Springhill college, 
Mobilta, Ala,

“UNION WAGE SCALE RESTORED AT PARK” 


At the last meeting of your Honorable Body, a majority of your members assumed 
the. responsibility of arbitrarily raising the wages and shortening the hours of the work- 
men on the city’s Cyclorama, which action was taken over the protest of the contractor 
in charge, who is doing this work for the city at a fixed monthly salary. 


If your meeting has been correctly quoted by press notices, it is simply another 
case of a body of men disinterested in, and thoroughly unfamiliar with, the building con- 
ditions making a ruling that is based upon neither fact nor fairness. 


The press notice states: ‘“The contractor cut the pay of the men on his own yoli- 
tion and explained to the board that he did it because other contractors are doing te 
same thing.” At the beginning of business depression last Fall, the building trades were 
There was an acute shortage of work in building lines, due to the rapid re- 
duction of building materials, tightness of money, and a general feeling that to postpone 
building operations would mean an enormous saving. 


The Master Builders’ Association was quick to sense the situation, and in order to 
stimulate building operations, and supply work for literally thousands of unemployed, they 
Saw but one solution: namely, to put the cost of building where the public would feel 
satisfied to go ahead*In this readjustment, it was but right and fair that labor should ac- 
cept its share of the reduction in building costs, and the action of the Master Builders 
has proven a great blessing to many a man who has d family to support, and who, under 
other conditions. would have been thrown out of work entirely. 


At the time the Cyclorama building was started, carpenters were employed at 890 
cents an hour and taborers at 40 cents, the then prevailing wage rate. 
ers’ Association in December established a rate of 70 cents an hour for carpenters and 30 
cents for laborers, which rates were one hundred per cent above the pre-war rates for 
this class of work. After two weeks’ notice, on January 15st, this scale was established 
at the Cyclorama, as well as at about 90 per cent of all operations in Atlanta, 


Mr. Jones. stated to the Board that this reduction caused 14 men to throw up the 
work on the Cyclorama, which statement we are charitable enough to attribute to mis- 
The facts are, that not one single man quit. 
you when Mr. Clayton submitted to you his payroll sheets.

“The matter was not a question of individuals, but a 
question of principles.”” And that, “as a citizen of Atlanta he was amazed and dumbfound- 
ed that the salary of the contractor, architect and foreman was left intact, and the men 
working by the day singled out and their pay slashed.” 


We are forced to express as much “surprise” at Mr. Jones’ declarations on this 
subject as he feels in addressing your Honorable Body. The facts are, that, in accepting 
this job, Mr. Clayton, through civic pride and past associations with the Cyclorama, offered 
to supervise the work for about 50 per cent of what he would have charged on any pri- 
yate contract, and, out of this meager sum comes his clerical hire, his own time and his 
overhead cost of operation. He accepted it on a stipulated sum per month, and, by re- 
ducing the rate, he has gained not one penny, but such reduction is of sole benefit to the 
tax payers of the City of Atlanta. 
the workmen of Atlanta understand and appreciate the fact that

honor to themselves, consented to do their part to bring about stabilized condigions in 
the shortest time possible.

The effect of the action of your Board in thus aribtrarily increasing the rates upon the 
Cyclorama building (at the expense of the tax payers of Atlanta) will have a tendency to 
disrupt and throw back into chaos the present pleasant relations that exist between the con- 
tractors and their employeese*who have been working hand in hand for the single purpose 
of bringing the building business back to normal without injury to anyone, and in order 
that everyone might work on uninterruptedly, and that suitable uarters might be pre- 
pared for those who desire them. ‘

Atlanta Women 
First to Practice 
In Federal Court 


Jon Dean Steward Settles 
Controversy of Three 
Georgia Cities. 


Now comes Jon Dean Steward, 
chief deputy clerk of the United 
States court for the northern dis- 
trict, and settles an interesting 
controversy between two Georgia 
cities in a most conclusive manner. 

When Miss Stella Aiken, a wom- 
an lawyer, was admitted to prac- 
noe in e- aoa States court at 
avannah a few days ago by Judge 
Beverly D. Evans, Savannah at 
once laid claim to the fact that a 
Savannah woman was the first in 
the state to be admitted to federal 
practice. Savannah’s claims were 
widely published. 

When friends of Mary Campbell 
Johnson, a& woman  attorne of 
Rome, read the reports, they imme- 
diatelv challenged the claim of Sa- 
vannah, and claimed the honor for 
Rome, in that Attorney Johnson 
was admitted to the federal bar in 
Rome on November 1, 1920, by 
Judge Sibley. 

When Deputy Clerk Steward, who 
probably knows more about law- 
yers than any federal court official 
in the state, read of the controversy 
between the city in the mountains 
and the city by the sea, he not only 
subdued the conflicting claims, but 
grabbed off a nice bit of honor for 
his own fair city. 

“The first Georgia woman admit- 
ted to federal practice was an At- 
lanta woman,” he said. “Not only 
that, but the next three were At- 
lanta women.” 

The records of the court disclose 
that the first was Mrs. Beatrice 
Castleton, wife of Attorney Sam 
Castleton. She was admitted on 
July 16, 1917. On July 26 of the 
same month, Mrs. Minnie Hale was 
admitted. Then on July 31, 1929, 
Miss Rebecca Shuman was admit- 
ted, and the last one was on Octo- 
ber 6, 1920, when Mrs. Minnie Mc- 
Dowell, stenographer to District 
Attorney Hooper Alexander, was 
admitted.

i 


y. 

“He need not think we will ever 
£0 back to using his gas,” said the 
mayor of the suburb, “for we feel 
that we have been treated outrag- 
eously and are now going ahead to 
make ourselves free of this grasping 
corporation.” 

Mayor McDuffie said that $50,000 
in subscriptions was already in sight 
for the proposed municipal gas plant 
of East Point and that plans were 
rapidly forming fer its immediate 
erection. He said that some citi- 
zens of East Point might continue to 
use the gas until the new plant was 
ready, but that many of them were 
alrgady providing themselves with 
oil and wood stoves, so that they 
can forego the use of the gas. Of- 
ficials of the gas company said Fri- 
day that they were not disturbed 
over the town’s threat to sever con- 
nections with them. 


Hairston’s Statement. 


In reply to statements attributed 
to Mr. Arkwright, in which it was 
charged that “radicals” were behind 
the gas rate protestation, W. M. 
Hairston, a leader in the condemna- 
tion meetings being held, Friday is- 
sued the following statement: 

I desire to say that Mr. Arkwright is 
very much mistaken in his statement, pub- 
lished in the morning paper, that this fight 
is being waged by radicals or is hased 
upon misunderstanding. Now it ill be- 
comes Mr. Arkwright to fling the charge 
of radicalism or to assert that radicals are 
stirring up strife and that all this agitation 
is from such a source. The people under- 
stand full well what Mr. Arkwright and 
lis cohorts are after. 

The agitation is a candid and intelligent 
protest against individual ownership of the 
country’s natural resources and public util- 
ities. Furthermore, if the policy of pri- 
vate ownership is to prevail, the people 
are against the pernicious policy of the 
private manipulators of our natural re- 
scurces and public utilities using the rail- 
road commission as a medium of taxing the 
public to maintain big dividends for the 
email group of the manipulators of public 
utilities. 

Mr. Arkwright had just as well get the 
consent of his mind to meet the masses 
ron the huskings in the discussion of these 
public questions without charging radical- 
ism or Ishevism. The people understand 
thoroughly the issue involved in the present 
controversy. The Georgia Railway and Pow- 
€r company frankly admits that it is op- 
erating without making dividends and this 
is very unsatisfactory. Therefore, it seeks 
to make good its losses by taxing the pub- 
lic to make up the discrepancy. This we 
are, going to oppose to the end and we are 
going to challenge the right even of the 
Georgia railroad commission to function in 
any capacity except an impartial one, as 
between the people and the private owner- 
ship of our natural resources and public 
utilities. 

Personally, I entertain the highest es- 
teem far the entire personnel of the rail- 
road commission. This is too big a fight 
for any citizen who wishes his country well 
to be influenced by personalities. I have 
the highest regard for the personnel of the 
power company, regarding them as men of 
business ability and integrity. We simply 
view this question from different anzles, 
and there is no use to undertake to cloud 
the issue by sidelights or ‘by-products’ that 
are not at all pertinent to the discussion.

Novel Complaint 
Made to Federal 
Officials Here 


Says Secret Order Opened 
His Mail and Had Charmer 
Put Curse on Him. 


“Walker is my name. I have a very 
unusual complaint to make.” In 
that manher a well-dressed man 
about 35 years old, whose left ear 
was missing, introduced himself te 
an official of the department of 
justice several days ago. He was 
tendered a chair. 

He admitted at the outset that he 
was addicted to the use of narcotics. 


He then began to unfold his wierd 
tale, which officials declare to be 
the hallucination of a drug-crazed 

nd. In fact, it was so plain that 
he was the victim of a misapprehen- 
Sion that: little credence was put in 
his complaint. 

In brief, he charged that members 
of a large secret order.in Georgia 
are, and have been, “pestering him 
to death.” They even went so far, 
he said, as to open his personal mail. 
They were the cause of his failure 
in the drug business, he charged. 
Not only all that, but by some 
sinister power had caused him to 
suffer continually from the tooth- 
ache. As he put it, the pain in his 
momye “was transmitted by wire- 
ess.” 

Just at the Point where he thought 
he could stand the ptrsecution no 
longer, he said, tents were pitched 
in a vacant lot next door to his 
residence, and a “charmer,” a win- 
some young woman, was kept in a 
tent by the campers, whom he be- 
lieved to be members of the secret 
order. This charmer exerted a mys- 
terious power over his life, he said, 
and had also given him a painful 
toothache. 

An investigation probably will be 
made to determine if the postal laws 
have been violated,| as charged, but 
further than that, Walker’s story 
failed to arouse anything except 
curiosity among federal officials.

‘HEARST AND HIS BLUDGEON. 


} From the Los Angeles Times. 


Commemoration of' Lincoln’s birthday. brings 
to the minds of the great mass of Americans the 
profession df faith of the Great Emanctpator that 
“you can’t fool all the people all the time.” Ht 
brings @n annual renaissance of confidence that. 
however subtle and plausible a demagogue or @ 
charlatan may be, the pcople themselves will 
surcly find him cut. This aphorism is peculiarly 
applicable to Los Angeles at the present moment. 
when tho exposure of the attempt of the Hearst 
papers to wse their news columns as a club to 


compel merchants to advertise has taken place. 

Isver since the Hearst papers invaded Los An- 
geles discriminating people have been aware that 
the tactics of Hearst to secure business are those 
of the strong-arm man and the blackmailer. that 
the Hearst headline ig the “Jolly Roger” of Amer- 
ican journalism. His record in other communi- 
ties was to them fully known. But it required 
the incident of the Bullock's permit for a bridge 
over @ little blind alley, known as St. Vincent's 
Place, running half a biock north from Seventh 
Strect in the heart of the retail district, to bring 
the attention af ail tire people to the brutal, dis- 
honorable, royghhouse methods the Hearst un- 
derlings employ. 

Permission to build this bridge and super- 
structure was granted by the city council nearly 
two years ago, after repeated hearings. The 
permit was not irregular in any way. bBullock’s 
offered at the time to pay the city for thé privi- 
Iege,- although no charge had ever been made 
for any of a number of similar permits alrrady 
granted. But the city attorney gave a written 
opinion to the effect that there was no Jaw under 
which the city could charge a rental for such 
a permit, The alley in question is not city prop- 
erty. ‘The city only holds an eusement :pver it 
for street purposes and the ruperstructute docs 
not interfere in any way with its use by tho 
pubtic. 

Thero {ts a proper provision in the charter, 
however, that the council] may not grant permits 
of any kind in perpetuity, and the Bullock's 
perinit contains @ clause making it revocable at 
the will of the council. It was upon this pretext 
that the Hearst minions scized in their attempt 
to ciub Bullock's int® advertising in the Frxam- 
iner and Herald. No charge was made that Bul- 
lock’s had violated any of the provisions of the 
permit; byt the Examiner and Herald sought tu 
use their influence with the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the council to make them pull Hearst 
chestnuts Out of the fire. Certain members of 
the council] and of the municipal art commission 
flinched at ‘the first attack. Plainly they were 
keeping one eyo on the approaching municipal 
election. ° , 

But the Hearst satellites had not figured on 
the independent epirit of the merchants and 
business men of Los Angeles, on the hightv de- 
veloped -sente of honor and fair play of the 
community as e* whole. As soon as the rcal 
facts of the. controversy became known every 
important business and commercial association 
in the city, headed by the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Assovia- 
tion, joined in a denunciation of the outrage 
which Hearst sought to perpetrate. They passed 
strong resolutions declaring that the good faith 
of the city was involved, that the permit was 
a just and proper one, that it encouraged con- 
struction and business expansion and did not 
endanger even an abstract right to the possession 


' and use of streets and alleys by the people. 


In the opinion of the people as a whole the 
sole: questions to be decided were whethcr Bul- 
lock’s had secured the permit under misrepre- 
sentation and whether they had abused the privi- 
lege granted. When it became generally known 
that Bullock’s had not done so—th it was 
simply a Hearst conspiracy to use the paver and 
the council to club Bullock’s into #ifning the 
advertising contracts, protests by the hundred 
began pouring in upon the city authorities, Tho 
devious practices resorted to by ILIlearst were 
filly exposed; subterfuge was no longer possible. 

And when the yoice of the people of Los An- 
geles is once heard the representatives of the 
people are quick to take heed. The Bullock's 
permit will not be revoked. The good faith of 
the people will not be impugned. Hearst and his 
lieutenants have learned that the merchants of 
Los Angeles will not pay forced tribute to him 
or his publications. They have won .-their fight 
for industrial freedom and they have refused to 
submit to extortion and blackmail. Hearst has 
found again, to his-loss and humiliation, that 
“you can't fool all the people all the time.” 

It will now be interesting to Witness how the 
Héarst forces take their defeat; whether they 
will pursue, with vilification,,the five members 
of the city counci] who displayed their courage, 
(heir character and their red-blooded American- 
ism by yoting Friday against the revocation of 
the Bullock’s permit. These men have al! been 
-threatened by the Hearst papers. The people wii! 
‘watch Hearst’s clubbers and bruiscrs.
